Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 5/8/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, regarding the 
combinability of Lesher, Mattes, and Kullman because Mattes teaches that in order to 
reduce cutting pressure acting on each individual tooth it is advantageous to make 
every other cutting tooth terminate on opposite sides of the saw blade. 

Regarding applicant's arguments on claim 2, Lesher teaches (see Figures 2, 3, 
and 5) an interface between the left cutting edge surface (24) and cutting edge surface 
(23) on a first insert (18) being closer to the left side of the blade body than an interface 
between the right cutting surface (37) and cutting edge surface (38) on a second insert 
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(19) that is closer to the right side of the blade body than the interface previously 
described on the first insert (18). 
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
